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Os Monday, Mr. William Carter, coroner for East Surrey, held an 

inquiry at Anerley, into the circumstances of the alleged marder of 
Louisa Dyer. It was stated that Edward Turner, aged nineteen, 
and James William Clarke, aged twenty-three, brick!syers' labourers, 
had been arrested on suspicion. The coroner ssid that, as they 
were not present, he could not hold that there was any charge 
against them. It would be necessary first to go into the inquiry ; 
код, if evidence was adduced implicating any parties, it would be a 
question whether they should not be brought before the court prior 
to the verdict being returned. The jury then proceeded to view 
the body of the deceased. Two severe contusione were visible on 
her регвоп—опе on her head having been evidently the principal 
cause of death. W. Dilke, a general dealer, or biggler, in Penge, 
was the first witness. He saw the deceased dead for the first time 
on Thursday, and he identified her aa his sister-in-law, Louisa 
Dyer. The deceased had no husband living. He understood she 
only lived with her husband for one fortoight. She was married 
at St. Mary's Church, Southampton. He never asked who her hus- 
band was or what his Christian name was. Her maiden 
name was Davis. He did not know her age. Perhaps she was 
thirty-five years of age. She lived with witness and sold things for 
him. He last saw her alive at two o'clock on Tuesday at his house 
She had nothing to take out in the way of trade then. She used 
sometimes to stay out all night. He did not know why she used to 
stop out. He believed she had no property when she went out on 
‘Tuesday, as he saw his wife take from her pocket 534. at that time. 
Deceased was at times of intemperate habits. His wife took tbe 
money from the deceased to prevent her from drinkiog more. 
Hobert Thompson said he was в gardener, living in Hawthorn- 
grove, Penge. Oa the previous Thursday morning, at half-past 
eight o'clock, he went iuto & hay-field in Penge, belonging to Mr. 
Frend. Witness wanted to see whether the bay was tit to be 
shaken out, as Wednesday had been very wet. Witness went 
straight along for about thirty yards, and he then saw the body of 
the deceased lying on the ground, close by a new paling. He went 
up to her, and saw that it was а person he had known by sight. 
She was lying flat on her back. The body was parallel with the 
fence, and her head was towards the Oak-road. Her clothes were 
up above the knees. She had а bonnet on her head. It was on the 
back of her head. There was an appearance about her head, a mark 
or swelling, which led him to consider that she had been subjected 
to violence. There was also blood upon her clothes and upon the 
ground. Mr. Charles G. Wood, surgeon, said that he was in prac- 
tice in Penge. On the previous Thursday morning he was called 
to see the body of the deceased lying in a stable at the 
back of the Robin Hood. He made а cursory examination of the 
body. He found а wound ia the peritoneam, penetrating the 
vagina and rectum. It appeared to have been made with a sharp 
stick, or some weapon of the kind. The wound was an inch and 
a half in depth. It might have been made with a nail or sharp- 
pointed stick. There was an injury on the head above the right 
ear. He formed the opinion that she had been dead about two 
days. He made а post-mortem examination subsequently. On 
opening the head he found there was no injury under the mark on 
the temple. He deduced from the results of his post-mortem 
examination that the deceased woman was forcibly held dowa for 
the purpose of violation, and that she died from asphyxia, some- 
thing being thrown over her mouth, or some pressure on the 
trachea.  Aftera long deliberation the jury decided to adjourn the 
inquiry till Tuesday week. "Turner aud Clark were on Monday 
brought before Mr. Elliot at the Lambeth Police-court, who, after 
hearing the evidence, remanded them to a future day. 

On Saturday morning а terrible boiler explosion occurred at 
Messrs. Pope and Baines’ colliery, at Sharlston, near Wakefield. 
The engine-house is close to the pit bauk, and bebind it was the 
boiler shed, which contained two eylindrical egg-shaped boilers of 
40-һогве power. The one nearest the engine burst; and carried 
with it destruction and devastation in every direction. One part 
was carried about 200 yarda to the east, and another was driven 
over some trees about 40 feet high and deposited in a field about 
250 yards distant. The former piece drove down a strong, tall 
chimney, the walls of which were more than two feet thick. The 
eugive-house proper and the engine-house for pumping were both 
totally destroyed. Two lives were lost, and several persons were 
severely injured. William, Dickinson, a boy aged eleven years, the 
son of а bricklayer, of Eastmoor, Wakefield, was killed. John 
Noble, engineer, of Sbarlston, has since died of his injuries. He 
was severely scalded and his leg was broken.’ 

A German, named Emil Herlick, was committed to the Clerken- 

well sessions on Friday week, by Mr. Selfe, from the Westminster 
Police-court, оп 8 charge of stealing a carpet bag, the property of 
Catherine Amelio Thompson. He was searched as pod pat admis 
sion, and afterwards put into в сей. Не was seen on Sunday even- 
ing iu his cell by Warder Clifford, who went on night duty at about 
seven o'clock, ahd again at daylight on Monday morning, quietly 
lying asleep. Soon afterwards Olfford went об duty, and nothing 
else was seen of the prisoner until about half-past seven o'clock, 
when Warden Meyrick went his rounds for the purpose of unlock- 
ing the doors of all the cells according to custom. When he came 
to Herlick's he there found the unfortunate man hanging by the 
neck from the “ hopper” or ventilator in the cell window. He had 
managed to effect this by taking the straps by which his hammock 
had beón suspended, which he had buckled together, passing one 
end round the hopper and the other end he had buckled around his 
neck Having thus prepared himself, he must have got on to a 
stool and then kicked it away, leaving him suspended Life was 
quite extinct. It seemed that the robbery for which the prisoner 
stood committed took place at the Vistoria Station. A lady was 
about to proceed by the 1.3 train to Sutton, and had left the carpet 
bag in charge of a porter named Key, and it was labelled and put 
near the scale ready for another porter to put it into the train. 
The prisoner and another man had been seen loitering about the 
station for some time without any luggage, but were afterwards 
seen to leave the station with the carpet-bag in their possession, 
and on their way passed the Grosvenor Hotel towards Belgrave- 
square, when they were stopped by detective-officer Foy, attached 
to the company. The prisoner's companion started off at the top 
of his und the deceased man threw away the property and 
made в desperate resistance, but was finally taken to the station- 
house Had the prisoner been tried а previous conviction for steal- 
ing portmanteau, the property of the South-Eastern Railway 
Company, with & sentence six months’ imprisonment, would 
have been proved againet him from the Southwark Police-court.

FRANCE. 

A letter from an officer serving in Algeria gives some details of the 
battle of Sain-Lagta. It states that the division under General 
Martineau was escorting a numerous convoy to Gery ville. when on 
the morning of the 26th of April it met в body of 5,000 Arabs in 
the plain, of whom 3,000 were cavalry. The дау was dark avd the 
ground soaked with rain, which had fallen during several days, 
and had rendered it difficult for cavalry. The cavalry under 
General Martineau was composed of the let, 2nd, and 6th squadrons 
of the 11th Obasseurs, two squadrons of the Chasseurs d'Afrique, 
and а squadron of Spahis. The Arabe, in close column, waited the 
attack in silence. ‘he enemy commenced the fire at a distance of 
40) yards, and a shower of balls fell at a distance from the French, 
having gone over their heads. General Martineau ordered the 
cavalry to charge, and а furious attack was made The mé'ea was 
terrible. The French passed through the Arab ranks five times, 
and carried death and terror among them The victory was deoi- 
sive, but the 10:8 among the French officers and men was severe. 
There were sixty-eight killed, and thirty-three wounded were left 
in the hospital of Geryville. Among the killed sre mentioned 
Captain Gilg, of the 11th Chasseurs, Lieutenant Delapierre, of the 
204 Chasseurs d'Afrique, aud Lieutenant Ruffet, of the 2nd Враћа. 
The French putsued their march, but on the following day, when 
they reached the pass which is the natural defence of Geryville, 
they found the Arabs had occupied the hilla. The French infantry 
climbed the hills and dislodged the Arabs, who left a great number 
of dead on the ground. Major Amat, who commanded the rear 
guard, put to death about 200 Arabs. The passage was Íree—the 
cavalry passed with their swords in the scabbards. 

The Empress a few days ago went to the pleasant village of 
Thomery, near Fontainebleau, to visit the studio of Mdlle. Rosa 
Boubeur, and requested to see her studio. The artist showed her 
Majesty the different paintings ou which she is at present engaged, 
as well as many fino studies of animals. A painting represeutivg а 
stag leading a herd o! hinds along the summit of a rocky eminence 
especially attracted the notice of her Majesty. After passing au 
hour in the studio the Empress took leave, having first obtained a 
promise that her private collection should be enriched by a picture 
by Мапе. Bonheur, and that the artist would pay her a return visit 
at the palace. 

The Patrie learns from London that in the course of last week 
Lord Cowley was charged to шаке, verbally, an important com- 
munication to the French Government. The cabinet of London 
desired to know whether the Emperor would be disposed to take 
part forthwith, in concert with Eogland, in a naval demonstration 
in the Baltic. Тһе imperial Government replied to this overture 

| by a refusal, which M. Droayn de Lhuys from the first led Lord 
Cowley to expect. 
ITALY. 

The yacht Undine arrived at Naples on Sunday, having left 
Garibaldi at Ischia; the motive of the visit being simply the benef; 
of his health. He is accompanied by his son aud ten other persons. 


AMERICA. 

Some details of a battle of the 3rd inst. on the Chickahominy had 
been received in New York. The position of the Federal army 
before the engagement opened was as follows : — Hancock's corps, 
the 2ad, held the left; Wright's corps, the 6th, held the left centre; 
Smith's corps, the 18th, the centre; Warren's corps, the 5th, held 
the right centre; and Burnsides, the 9th corps, held the extreme 
right. The line, which extended six miles, ran almost parallel 
with the Chickaho тіру, and from one and a half to two and a half 
miles north of it. General Lee's army was disposed on the imme- 
diate north side of the Chickahominy in three lines—two lines of 
battle and a skirmish line Between the two armies intervened 
& low swampy region. At daybreak firing commenced along the 
entire line, aud the 2nd and 6th corps advanced simultaneously 
against the Confederate position. A storming column of the 2nd 
corps, consisting of Barlow's and Gib^»on's divisions, succeeded 
in carrying & portion of first of Lee's lines. Barlow took 300 
prisuners belonging to Breckenridge's command, and four guos ; 
the prisoners were secured, bu’ the guns could not be brought off. 
Heavy reinforcements coming up to Breckenridge from Hill's corps 
forced the Federals to abandon tne advantage they bad gained, and 
they fell back, suffering severely from an enfilading fire Тһе 6th 
corps was not more successful in its advance than the 2ad, for 
although the entire corps made the assault with great vigour, and 
carried the first line of Lee s rifle-pite, і: was forced to retire in con- 
sequence of the 18th corps, which had advanced in conjunction with 
the 6th, having sustained a repulse, its retreat uncovered the right 
flank of General Wright, who consequently was compelled to fall 
back. ]t having now been ascertained that the Confederate posi- 
tion could not be carried by assault withont too great а sacrifice of 
life, General Grant determiued not to renew the attack. 

The only official information received concerning this battle con- 
sists of the following extract from a despatch of General Grant's, 
furnished by Mr. Stanton :— 

^ We assaulted at 4 30 am, driving the enemy within his en- 
trenchments at all poiuts, but without gaining any decided advan- 
tage. Our troops now occupy & position close to the enemy, some 
places withia fifty yards, and are remaining. Our loss was not 
severe, nor до 1 suppose the enemy to have lost heavily. We cap- 
tured over 300 prisoners, mostly from Breckénridge." 

Another later official report, not from General Grant, estimates 
the Federal loss at about 3000. The Federal losses during the 
three days’ operations ending on the night of the 3rd are estimated 
by another account at about 7500. On theafternoon of the 8rd the 
Federal cavalry, under Wilson, fell upon the rear of Heth’s division, 
which had moved to attack tho rear of Burnáide's corps, and drove 
them off with considerable loss Тһе Federsl General Stannard 
was severely wounded іп this affair. On the morning of the 4th 
it was found that the Confederate left wing, under Ewell, in front 
of Burnside, had been withdrawn during the night. 

At seven p.m. on the 3rd the Confederates attacked Smith's bri- 
gade of Hancock's corps, but were repulsed 

Mr. Stanton announced that on the night of the 4th “ the Con- 
federates attacked Hancock, Wright, and Smith, but were every- 
where repulsed.” Hancock's line was withia forty yards of the 
Canfederate works. 

· No fighting is reported to bave occurred on the 5th or 6th. It 
has been ascertained that the reports concerning the illness of 
General Lee were incorrect. Lee is known to be in command. The 
commissariat of Grant's army із said to be in splendid condition, 
and communications between the army and the base of supplies at 
White House is complete. 

BUDDEN Ркати — The Montreal papers bring an account of the 
death of Mr. Joshua H. Giddings, the United States’ consul-general 
ш Canada. Не died in the billiard-room of St Lawreuce-h.ll, 
where he was playing, in good spirits, when he was suddenly struck 
down by disease of the heart, aud expired in а few minutes. In 
May, 1856, he suddenly fell down oa the floor of the Congress 
while maging a speech. Ho wasan uucompromising Abolitionist, 
М times carrying hie views to an extent which was antagonistic to 
"ће Federal constitution. Не was all but expelled from Congrese 
cause of his bold expression of them in 1842. The Montreal

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THE YELVERTON САВЕ. 

Tue frontispiece to this weck's issue of the Penny Illustrated Weekly 
News contains portraits of the Hon. Major Yelverton, son of Lord 
Avonmore, and Theresa Yelverton, his wife. The former denies 
the legality of his marriage with the latter, and shortly after the 
death of Pro'essor Forbes, married his widow. "The case is now 
before the House of Lords, and the Attorney-General appears for 
the lady. 

The Attorney-General argues that all the language of the letterg 
of both parties referred to a marriage—it might be not irrevocable, 
but which was binding upon them as a matter of contract. The 
respondent declared that she would be the vilest hy poc: Не, the most 
sensual wanton, and woald be guilty of an infamous thing if she 
married another person. In & letter of the appellant he asked, 
“What and when is reality to be," clearly inferring that no con- 
summation had taken place at the time of the Scotch marriage, and 
to this the respondent replied thus :—*' Oh, reality is во painful as 
you make it,” aud in the same letter adds, “your people have a 
stronger will than you," obscurely referring to the obstacles to a 
publie marriage, which he alleged to exis& on account of family 
considerations. The course of the argament then noticed 
» letter cf respondent's, in which she said, "I have said the 
word, will do all you &sk me, and name the time and place as 
soon as 1 am able,” which referred to the celebration of a reli- 
gious ceremony of marriage; and this was borne out by another 
sentence in the same le'ter, thus :—* [f I have at last met with my 
master-passion, is it my fault? Your master-passion is expediency 
—mine, love Of course, the latter must yield ; and, oh God! how 
I have prayed to Thee that I might only be permitted to give—give 
everything—heart and soul —every thought, hope, desire—my life's 
devotion, and the burning love I feel, to give, give it all. No ex- 
pediency demands the renunciation of all dreams of bliss in this 
world aud my hopes of eternity in the next." This agreed entirely 
with the theory which was the foundation of the argument which 
had been во much pressed; end this was fortified by her having 
written at the close of the letter, ** I cannot tell you conscientiously 
that you will be loved again as I love you, but you will think so, 
and that will do as well, for you will never put another to the same 
cruel test—her love or her God." Тһе whole of the language in 
that let'er was that of a woman addressing one whom she deemed 
her husband—but under circumstances which rendered it necessary 
to show that she was pure, scrupulons, and virtuous. The next 
letter commented on was one of the date 10 July, in 
which the respondent said that she was going to Man- 
chester, and continues, You can fetch me there if you choose 
—perhaps you would prefer meeting me in the old cathe- 
dral (where my forefathera lie), as it would be without any 
particle of risk to you. You are unknown, and have nothing to 
say or do; шу purpose is, and will be ignored by mortal crea- 
ture. If safety is your object, what I suggest is merely the 
same as being present at mass, makiog you a catholic.” "This it 
was contendcd referred to the appellants professing the Roman 
Catholic religion with a view to the religious ceremony which was 
contemplated ; and although she went on to say, “ It is entirely for 
your sake, as 1 have but a choice of miseries, and do not much care 
what happens next, as 1 can see no probable prospect of happiness ;” 
which meant that seeing no prospect ot any change in her equi- 
vocal position, by the declaration of a marriage, she only desired 
to have her religious scraples satisfied, although the completion of 
her happiness as а wife she did not expect Having brought the 
history of the case down to the meeting of the appellant and the 
respondent the Attorney-General summed up the argument, con- 
tending that the respondent believing herself to be married in 
Scotland, yet pressed for a religious ceremony, while the appellant 
was endeavouring to keep things as they were, aud to obtain the 
privileges of a husband; while the whole of the correspondence on 
both aides went to show marriage or presence of marriage between 
them.

EXTRAORDINARY RonskRY оғ а Yacur.—Some days ago the 
yacht of tho Russian cousul, the Chevalier Tagliaferro, disappeared 
during the night from her moorings, in the Bleima Creek, within 
Marsamuscetto Harbour, close to the marine pclice-station. Suspi- 
сі n immediately fell upon some soldiers of the 100th Regiment, 
five of whom had been missing several days before, and these 
suspicione were confirmed by & cutter having been passed by & 
merchant vessel to the south-east of the island, very lubberly 
handled in afresh N. W. On Tuesday last а fishing-boat fell in 
with the cutter, having on board two soldiers of the regiment men- 
tioned in а most exhausted state, from total want of water and pro- 
visions, endeavoaring to reach the island, which they hardly seemed 
to know to be Malta. With the fisherman's assistance the cutter 
wag navigated into Marsascirocco, when the deserters were arrested. 
Three other Englishmen have been arrested at Avola, in Sicily, 
which they had reached in a small boat, in which, according to their 
statement, they had drifted from Malta when in a state of drunken- 
ness, but they gave ont that they are seamen belonging to an 
American ship which lately left Malta for Callao. The Italian 
consul has received в telegram cont&ining their &eserted names and 
deacription.— Malta Times, June 9. 

PAINFUL Оссокекхок —A very shocking accident has just oo- 
curred in the family of a gentleman widely esteemed in Kidder- 
minster—Mr. John Brinton. 1% seems that bis daughter, Miss Lucy 
Brinton, a little girl of seven years of ags, has been on a visit to 
her aunt, Lady Crossley, in London. Оп Thursday she was spend- 
ing the evening with some young friends, and while they were 
together a toy engine was produced. This was filled with spirits of 
wine, and while she was bent forward, intent on what was being 
done, some of the burning liquid was spilt on the front of her dress, 
and she was at once iu flames. She was shockingly burnt, and one 
of her companions, Master Crossley, was also injured, but not 
seriously. Four of the most eminent medical men ia Londou were 
called in, and did all that skill could suggest, but she gradually 
sunk under her injuries, and expired at Bir Frank Crossley’s resi- 
dence, in Eston-square, on Sunday morning. Although her in- 
jaries were of so severe а character, she did not suffer so much 
pain as might be supposed, and shedied ina very happy frame of 
mind, quite sensible to the last. Mr. Brinton's friends deeply sym- 
pathize with him on this ead occnrrence, and the more во as he has 
within the last twelve months suffered а still greater domestic be- 
reavement.— Worcestershire Chronicle 

Волікр Ative.—The interment of Miss Hardman, whose death 
at the advanced age of ninety-two years we noticed last week, took 
place on Wednesday. She was buried іп the family vault in Peter's 
Protestant Church. The funeral took place on the eighth day after 
her decease. It is not usual іп Ireland to allow so long an ir- 
terval to elapse between the time of a person's dea:h and burial; jn 
this instance it was owing to the expressed wish of the deceased, 
aud as this originated in а very curious piece of family and loyal 
his'ory, we may refer to the circumstances—every body, in fact, pa 
heard of it; but the family in which and locality where it occur reg 
are not generally known. Everybody bas heard of the lady w ho 
was buried, being supposed dead, and who, bearing with her 
the tomb, on her tinger, a ring of rare price, this was the means tc 
her being rescued from her charnel prison-house. A butler in tho 
family of the lady, having his cupidity excited, entered the vault 
at midnight іш order to possess һішееЙ of the ring, and in removing 
it from the finger the lady was restored to consciousness, and made 
her way in her grave clothes to ber mansion. She lived many 
years afterwards before she was finally consigned to the vault. 
The heroine of the story was & member of the Hardman family— 
in fact, the late Miss Hardmen's mother—and the result in Peter's 
Courch was the !oc«lity where the startling revival scene took 
place. --Droyhedo Argus.

When I have beon teaching the girls at 
the prisoner's school musio, I always slept with her, and she has 
many times got up in the middle of the night aud pointed a pistol 
at me, threatening to shoot me. I did not know whether ic was 
loaded or not. There was generally none else in the house besides 
our two selves She had often complained that I did not go so 
much to stay with her, but J went to her friends with whom she 
had quarrelled. I always considered her а very passionate 
woman. Two ofthe youug ladies who accompanied the prosecu- 
trix in the walk gave corroborative evidence respecting the 
prisoner firing the pistol They also added that she warned 
them to stand by and she would not hurt them. Elizabeth 
Milburn, living at Springthorpe, deposed: Oa the evening 
of the 17th instant I went into the prisoner's house, 
she having sent for me, as she was very poorly. She 
said, “ Give me a little porter, I'm very ill.” I gave her a little She 
asked me for some warm water. I gave hersome іп a wash-hand- 
basin. She was lying on the bed. I said, “ What is the matter 2" 
and she replied, ~ Do take my clothes ой.” She looked very much 
excited, and said, " I may as well confe:s to you, I've shot Miss 
Johnson, and I'm only sorry I've not shot her dead.” I said, “ What 
have you shot her with?” Sho replied, “A pistol; it is in my 
pocket" I looked in her pocket and found the pistol produced, two 
balls, and some shot wrapped in brown paper, a little powder, and 
two caps. The pistol was very bloody. 1 was very much frightened 
and kept the pistol. Нег right hand was hurt She said she had 
done it with the pistol ‘The prisoner added that after she had 
shot Mise Johnson she intended to die at her feet. Miss 
Howell was committed to take her trial at tho next Lincolm 
assizes.

The night pre- 
ceding the morning on which the body was found he became most 
violent, and from time to time took up his fowling-piece. His wife, 
who was alone in the house with him, was struck with terror, but 
dared not move. In the morning he went out with his gun, bat 
was shortly after seen returning in a state of great excitement.

Renaux of her danger, 
and ghe concealed herself in а garret. The servant, however, paid 
for his devotedness with his life, as x turned ор the msn and 
discharged the gun into his breast, killing him on the spot.

BLACK FRIARS-BRIDGE.— Now that the fina] closure of Old Black- 
frisri-bridge has taken place, and the work of its demolition begun, 
& few jottings about it may not be out of place. The bridge was 
built by order of the corporation, Mr Robert Муше, a native of 
Edinburgh, being the architect. The first pilo was driven on tho 
7th of June, 1760, and the first stone laid ou the 31st of October on 
the same year, by Sir Thomas Chitty, then Lord Mayor ЈЕ was 
finally opened for traffic on the 19:h of November, 1769 When 
firat opened а toll of опе halfpenny each on week days, and one 
penny on Sundays, was taken, and continued until the 22ud of 
January, 1785, when they were redeemed by Government. T'he 
following records as to the laying of the first stone, aud what may 
be expected to be found when that stone again is brought to light, 
are just now interesting. The * Annual Register” for the year 
1760 saya, alter describing the ceremony :--“ Several pieces cf gold, 
silver, &nd copper coins ot his late majesty (George 11), were placed 
onder the stone, together with а silver medal given to Mr. Муіпе, 
the architect, by the Academy of St, Luke, with a copper rim round 
it, having the following inscriptions:—On the one side, ‘In 
architectura prestantia premium (ipsa Roma judics), Roberto 
Mylne pontis bujus architectori grato animo possuit’” In 
the “Gentleman’s Magazine” of the same date, we are 
told that there was upon “а plate or plates cf pure tin a Latin 
inscription, writted at the request of the Court of Common 
Council, and of which a verbatim account is given.” Tho following 
is an English translation. It will be seen that it contains a fact 
perhaps not generally known as to the naming of the bridge worthy

A FEW weeks ago this country awoke one morning fo fiad itself 
engaged in war with & monarch, who possessed advantages for the 
defence of his territory which, as experience hag proved, cannot be 
overrated, though they were but too easily underrated. In one 
word, в petty African chief has bad the satisfaction of practically 
defeating a carefully-organ‘zed British force, sent to threaten, end, 
if necessary, to invade his dominions; and he has done so without 
bringing а man of his own army within sight of the inváderg. 
Áftet a long and animated debate, end by а small majority of 
бетеп, the House of Commons refused to endorse а vote of censure 
on the Government in respect to their policy in the conduct of the 
Avhantee war. Ministers have gained a victory, but it must be 
confessed that it was а close one. The house wae composed of 
four hundred and sixty-four members, including the Speaker and 
the tellere—two hundred and twenty-six having voted in favour 
of Bir John Hay's motion, and two hundred and thirty-three 
against it. The expedition against the King of Ashantee was con- 
feesedly unsuccess‘ul, and attended with results which every one 
muét deplore. We possess a narrow strip of land on the seashore 
in the immediate neighbourhood of Cape Coaat Castle, and assume, 
on grounds the policy, if not the soundness, of which máy well be 
questioned, the exercise of 8 protectorate over a not very extelsive 
line of country which intervenes between our possessions and the

of any бол Breblé amount. The matter might have ended here, 
bat the governor ol the seitlement, considering that the dignity 
of Great Britain was outraged by the invasion of territory 
acknowledging bis protectorate, conceived tbe idea of punish- 
ing the aggressor. In a series of despatches written 
by bim to tho Home Government in the early part of 
last summer, Governor Pine broached this project, and in the 
month of August в conditional autbority was given him by the 
Colonial Becretary to undertake offensive operations against the 
King of Ashantee. Tho garrison ordioarily maintained at Cape 
Coast not exceeding four hundred men, Governor Pine of course 
found it necessary to ask for reinforcements if an aggresslve policy 
was to be pursued, and this not unreasonable demand (assuming 
that the vindication . of British dignity by force of arms was expe- 
dient) received the assent of the Home Government in the month 
of December. Instructions were sent to the authorities in the 
West Indies to detach from the native regiments such а force as was 
considered necessary to carry into effec! the policy of the Governor 
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of Cape Coast, now definitively ratified by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, and, meantime, the Government was authorized to inaugurate 
those operations whioh, on the arrival of the reinforcements, it was 
hoped he might be able to bring to & speedy and successful conclu- 
sion. A force of about four hundred men were accordingly de- 
spatched into the interior, and & depot, which was to furnish the 
base of future operatione, was established close to the Ashantee 
frontier. A considerable time, however, elapsed before the rein- 
forcements from the West Indies arrived ; and when they at length 
reached Cape Coast Castle the rainy season had begun, and the 
prosecution of offensive operations was rendered impossible. Then 
commenced what unquestionably must be admitted to have been a 
series of disasters. Little preparation had been made for the recep- 
tion or the accommodation of the newly-arrived troops at the settle- 
ment, mainly because it had been in contemplation to despatch them 
forthwith into the interior, and, arriving as they did at the most 
unhealthy season of the year, large numbers died, and many more 
were prostrated by sickness. Of the force which had been sent to 
the frontier, within a few weeks one half had died or been placed 
hors de conbat; out of nineteen officers, four alone being left fit for 
service.

Ок Sunday morning, just as all good péóple were coming down to 
breakfast, an awful Sunday morning's work was preparing within 
sight of the British Isles, if among these files we may include the 
barren rock upon which a million has been spent to make ita 
séhtry-box to watch the port of Cherbourg.

their ship plandered and sent to the bottom. In the shape of 
chronometers and other va'uables the Alabama carried the spolia 
opima of a whole mercantile fleet. This time, however, it was not 
to order a merchantman to lie to while his papers were examined 
that this scourge of the Federal navy came out of Cherbourg. It is 
not in our power to ssy why Captain Semmes, who has gained so 
much glory and so unquestionshle а reputation for courage 
that he could afford to be prudent, came out with а ship just 
returned from & long voyage and much in want of repair, to en- 
couatér & 166 larger, better manned, better armed, provided, as it 
tarned out, with some special contrivances for protection, and quite 
as likely to be аз well handled as his own ship. For many months 
we have heard of the Kearsage as & foe worthy of the Alabama, 
should she have the good luck to catch her ; indeed, the captain of 
the Kearsage had assumed that ifthey met there could be only one 
possible result. Why, then, did not Captain Semmes see that thia 
was an occasion for the exercise of that discretion or that ingenuity 
which the greatest generals have thought rather an addition to their 
fane? Did his prudence yive way, as they say a brave man's 
courage will sometimes? Was he wearied with а warfare upon the 
defencoless? It is simply said that he һай been challenged, and 
that he accepted the challenge, not without some forecasts of the 
result. As еп ordinary duellist hende his watch and pocket-book to a 
friend, Oaptain Semmes sent on shore his sixty chronometers—the 
mementoes of 80 many easier conflicts—his money, and the bille of 
ransomed vessels. He then steamed nine miles out to sea, and entered 
into mortal combat with the enemy, first exchanging shots at the 
distance of little more than а mile—out of all distance our fathers 
would have called it; not во now. At the distance of & mile, never 
less than & quarter of a mile, & formidable ship, the terror of 
American commerce, well armed, well manned, well handled is sent 
to the bottom in an hour. Exactly an hour elapied from the first 
shot to the moment when it became obvious that the vessel was 
sinking, when, indeed, the rudder was broken, and the fires were 
putout. This is the pace at which our naval engsgements will be 
fought for the future.

THE youthful pleasure-seekers of the present generation, whose

We have made as marked а progress ia our places of outdoor en- 
tertainment as we bave in other matters; and, apart from old asso- 
ciations, the once-famous “ Royal property” would have suffered 
greatly in comparison with the ploasure-gardens on the Chelsea 
bank of the Thames. By daylight Vauxhall wore a dreary aspect, 
very unlike the cheerful appearance of Cremorne before sundown, 
and even when the “ten thousand extra lamps" were lit on the 
great gala nights, it must be remembered that, after all, the illumi- 
nation so glibly estimated was derived from oil, which only shed 
such а feeble glimmer as a very small number of gas jets would 
now suffice to throw literally into the shade.

The officer in command of the boats 
inquired for Semmes, and wes told that he was drowned, whereas 
he had already been picked up by the yacht Deerhound and stowed 
away, the yacht having then steamed off with all speed, expecting 
the K would attempt to capture those on beard. Before the 
Alabams left Oberbourg to engage the Kearsege, Captain Semmes 
sent on shore an fron chest containing specie, sixty chronometers, 
and other valuables. The officers of the Alabama estimate their 
Joss in killed and wounded at from thirty to forty men.” 

Another account 8856 :— 

“Тһе Alabama arrived in Cherbourg on the 11th inat., after two 
years’ service, lately in the East Indies, for the purpose of exten- 
sive repairs. А дау or so after her arrival the Federal steamer 
Kearsage arrived there also, and instead of coming to anchor, con- 
tinued to cruise backwards айа forwards just outside the break- 
water, challen, ing the Alabama to fight. The Alabama imme- 
diately mess, e challenge thus given, only asking for a few 
days to complete а few arrangements prior to an engagement On 
the 19th she was ready itcm and left Oherbourg at about 
ieu am, ed by the hound and followed by the French 
frigate Couronne; the latter remaining three miles from the land 
chronghout the action, which took place some ten miles to the N.E. 
by E of Oherbourg. The Alabama made out the Kearsage soon 
afier leaving the harbour, and all hands having been called to 
quarters, Captain Semmes mado a short address to the men, 
cleared for action, and sbaped hig vessels course for the 
Federal. Having arrived within a mile and opened fire 
from her rifle gun, the Alabama soon afterwards opened 
her broadside on the enemy, who immediately returned the 
fire. Both vessels fought the starboard battery, and in conge- 
quence of this the marceuvring on the part of both was confined 
to complete circles, seven of which were made during theaction, which 
lasted one bour and ten minutes, at the end of which time, the 
Alabama having received at least from fifteen to twenty shots in her 
ball alone, avd having some seven or eight killed, and ten or eleven 
wounded. besides rapidly tilling with water, was obliged to strike. 
Ноге giving up the action the Alabama endeavoured to reach the 
French shore, distant some ten miles, and hoisted what sail she bad 
l ft—fore try sail and jip—but of noavail; the water was filling the 
ship so rapidly as already to cause her to heel over to one side, and 
was putting out the fires to the engines, all of which circumstances 
in-uced the Alabama to strike her flag. А boat was sent to the 
K«arsage to inform her that she was sinking, and to request assist- 
њосе to remove the wounded men. The Alabama's crew, how- 
ever, succeeded in removing their own wounded, together with 
afew who were unable to awim in the first boat; the remainder 
were left on board.

Descriptions of both vessels will be interesting to most readers. 
From the private journal of an officer who served on board the 
unfortunate Alabama, the following details are gathered :— 

“The * No. 290,’ or Alabama, was launched from the buildin 
yard of Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead. She was а barque-rigg: 
wooden propeller. of 1,040 tons register. Length of keel, 210; 
length over all, 220 feet; beam, 32; depth, 17. Her engines, built 
by the ваше firm, were two horizontal ones, each of 300-horse 

wer, with stowage for 350 tons of coals. Нег sails, carried at all 
imes, were as follows :—Fore, foretopmast, staysail jib; two large 
tryssile; the usual square sails on fore and main, with the 
exception of the mainsail, which was a flying one; spanker 
and gaff-topsails; all standing rigging wire. Double wheel, 
with the motto engraved thereon, ‘Aide toi, et Dieu t'aidera, 

laced just before the mizenmast. Bridge in the centre, 
fost before the funnel She carried five boate, viz, cut- 
ter and launch amidehips, gig, and whalebost between the main 
and mizen mats and dingy astern. The main deck was pierced 
for twelve guns, elliptic stern, billet head, high bulwarks; cabin 
accommod firat class; ward-room furnished with a handsome 
suite of state-rooms ; steerage—starboard for midshipmen, port for 
engineers; next came е! е-гоош, coal- bunkers, &o.; then the 
berth deok, capable of accommodating 120 men; under the ward- 
room were -rooms ; and under the steerage were shell-rooms ; 
m forward of the fire-arms came the hold; next the magazines, and 
orward of all the boatswains' and ваПтакеге store-rooms ; the 
hold, &c., being ell under the berth deck.” 

To the foregoing facts may be added these:— The Alabama sailed 
from Liverpool on the 29:h of July, 1852, less than than two years 

о. Іп the period that haa since elapsed, her career has been one 
ot the most extraord that bas ever been narrated of any ship. 
The damage inflicted by her on the mercantile marine of the 
Northern States of America is well-nigh incalculable; and her hair- 
breadth escapes from capture by the Federal navy have been many 
and wonderfal., In one encounter with a gunbost—the Hetteras— 
off Galveston, she, having first tempted her formidable foe within 
range of fire by hailing as her Majeaty’s steamer Petrel, sank her 
with а broadside 

The Kearsage, named after a range of mountaing in New England, 
is a recent acquisition to the navy of the United States; in fact, she 
is one of the nine gunboats completed within three months from 
the date of the order given. She is the sister ship of the Tuscarora, 
whose nce in the Solent, during the visit of the Confederate 
cruiser Nashville (since destroyed) occasioned coosidersble excite- 
ment some time since. The Kearsage is а sloop of 1,031 tons, 
carrying eight guns. Her broad-side guns are 32 pounders, six 
іп number, but she is also furnished with two 11-inch smootb bore 
Dahlgrens, and it is to these tremendous weapons the sinking of 
the Alabama is probably due. 

“Оп Monday considerable excitement was manifested in Liverpool 
on the destruction of the Alabama, and much feeling was ahown by 
the sympathizers with each of the contending parties in America. 
The Federal shipping in the port was decorated with bunting, while 
on shore the offices of Messrs. Frazer, Trenbolm, and Uo, the 
Confederate agents, were crowded by anxious inquiries for infor- 
mation аз to the fate of the officers and crew it was said that 
£180,000 in gold was on board when the vessel went down, but no 


especially noteworthy. Nor must be forgotten the humour and 
acrobatic flexibility of the “grotesque” French clowns. Many of 
the feats receive from tho spectators the tribute of suspended breath 
as well as prolonged applause. As this portion of the grounds is 
accessible by a distinct entrance, the attendance at the circus is ad- 
vantsgeously augmented by the presence of those who may wish 
to avail themselves of the proximity of entertainment without 
sharing іп the general gaiety of the gardens.

many of the pleasures of life, if not equally brilliant, are at least 
equally fleeting.

DEATH OF MR. WILLIAM SMITH O'BRIEN.

On his first өш parliament, 
in 1826, he represented Ennis in the Liberal ini He subse- 
quently sat for County Limerick during a continudua period of 

fourteen years; and, though a Protestant, he was &n active во 
porter of Daniel O'Connell in the agitation for the repeal of the 
Union. In the year of Continental troubles, 1848, when the shock 
of the French revolution caused many thrones to totter, he was 
prompt to express his thorough sympathy with the French Provi- 
sional Government, and he visited Paris in the avowed hope of 
being able to obtain assistance in severing Ireland from British rule. 
It was in the sumer of 1849 that Mr. Smith O'Brien took up arms 
against the Government of the Queen, and headed & band of re- 
ers in the South of Ireland He was, at the time, expelled the 
ouse of Commons, on the ground of sedition, and, belog tried for 
high treason, he was found guilty, and condemned to death. This 
extreme sentence was mercifully commuted to one of banishment to 
& penal colony. In 1856, Mr. Smith O'Brien was permitted to 
return to Europe, the indulgence being in the first place limited to 
the Continent; and he resided for a short space of time in Belgium. 
Boon, however, he was allowed to enter the United Kingdom; and 


he has since taken up his principal abode in 1

Mr. John Sapsford, agent for managing Miss Вогден 
Coutts's charitable property in this district, stated that in consequence o 
the distressed condition of the wives and families of numerous handloom 
weavers in Betbnal-green, арӣ the ignorance of sewing among many of 
them, which effectually precluded their obtaining employment at work for 
which women alone are adopted, Miss Contts determined to open an insti- 
tation іп that locality, where women and girls could be properly instructed 
in that respect, employment being also found, as far as possible, for those 
who wero anxious to get it. The institution, which тав established in 
Brown's-lane, Spitalt and called “¿he Handloom Weavers’ Sewing 
School," was opened about three years ago, end had met with such success 
that they had now ag many as 158 on their books, and the number they so 
employed sometimes ехсзейей 300. There was likewise a charit ible branch 
of the establishment for dispensing wine, brandy, meat, and other requisites 
to infirm and siok, and it always gave employment to members of the othér 
sex, where possible, Work and payment for work were rules insisted on as 
impera/ive in every сате where they could ђе at allenforeed. This cire 
afforded an instance of the benefits the institution conferred, for whereas 
ast year they undertook to supply the army and navy with from 12 000 to 
15 000 shirts, they, to increase ths scope of the assistance they afforded, had 
this year engaged for 80 000 ali of which were by agreement, stanped with 
the name of the iostitution, so that responsibility for anv defects might be 
reedily indicated, and misappropriation avooed The six shirts the 
orisoners were charged with pledging formed pa t of this las: quantity. Mr 
Japsford regretted exceedingly that he had to prefer anch & charge; but ће 
felt bound to do во thet ће wight viritícate the industry and honesty of the 
poorer classes in B:thnal-green and Spita'fielde; for, numerous as the hands 
were they һай employes. this was the first and only instance of dishonesty 
they hed had to complain of Even now һе did not wish to punish the 
prisoners severely. Не did think he had just reason to complain of а pawn- 
broker who could take such articles in pledge, unwashed as these shirts 
were, and marked тіл the name of the institution Тһе female prisoner. 
who had been опу 8 short time emp'oyed by them, had been intrusted with 
these shirts, but detained them muc past the time аб which she should 
have returned them, and on their being demanded it turned опі thet she 
hed pledged them for 94, their real value being 25, Mrs Sarah Faultey, 
forewoman at the institution, having confirmed this statement, Mr. John 
Cowiis, pawnbroker, of Tyssen-street, B»thna!-green, produced the six 
shirts, pledged at intervals in the whole for 9s, but could n ¢ identify 
either of the prisoners as having pledged them, he not having himself taken 
them in. Mr, Cooks said these shirts were distinctly marked with the 
namo of the institution, the object of which wae that no poor people might 
be driven by distress or temptation to make away with them, and yet it 
was found they had bsen pawnei He considered, uader such cireamstanc:s 
that the pawnbroker was the most culpable оѓ all the parties concerned for 
taking in articles so marked, and he should direct summonses to be fssaed 
against bim for that offence, and determine the punisbment or penalty for it 
when the case came before him.

The Goorkhas were from Nepaul, which is populated by various 
tribes, some of whom sre Buddhists, and appear to be of Mongol 
origin; others are тушоо Н{пдоо origin, and adhere to Brah- 
minism. The ruling tribe belong to this class, and are known as 
Goorkhas. 

Goorkhas turned up so frequently in the history of the mutiny 
in India, that their name, previously unfamiliar, became common in 
the months of those who discussed the mutiny ; and I feel bound 
to give our reader, by means of the engraver, some idea of what 
they look like. 

“Тһе Goorkbas who were recruited into our Indian army were more 
numerous than the Sikhs; but still they did not bear а very lerge 
proportion in the renks. In their spbere there are no better troops 
in the world, it is said, and thetr numbers are not at all likely to be 
reduced. The Goorkhes are most useful although they are 
unable to endure any better than Europeans the extreme heat of 
the plains. Still, alter Goorbha troops have been duly considered, 
the Hindoo element re-appears, and it muat be kept in due eubordi- 
nation. From the Bindoo soldiery that may bereafter be retained 
in the Bengal army, the sacerdotal caste most henceforth be com- 
pletely excised. But, efter what has passed, not even a large ad- 
dition of Goorkba regiments--not even the formation of a lower 
caste Hindoo army іш Bengal cau re-iuspire absolute security. 
Something more is required, and that something is, endoubtedly, а 
large permanent increase of Kuropean regiments. 

Although the Goorkha battalions in one instance mutinied, else- 
where they sre said to have distinguished themselves by fidelity 
and courage. 

Chese tittle Goorkhas (and they are very little men) were 
specially useful for outpost duty. Especially at the serai of the 
Subsee Mundee did they dietinguish themselves. 

And tbe word serai reminds the present writer that throughout 
the length of this tsle ђе bae never once spoken of the serais. He 
should have done во, for it may generally be put to the Indian 
credit, snd credit to the Indians is much wanting where one has to 
talk of Indians slaying English women. 

The sketch of the seraí of the Subze-Mundee represents an 
ordinary serai or resting-place for travellers. 1t was converted into 
a strong defensible post by the British. All these serais are on the 
same plan, and most of them have been built by charitable persons 
Sor public use. That in which we аге particularly muerested con- 
siste of a large, square court-yard, with one main gateway. The 
exterior presents to view mere high, flat walle, with во attempt at 
ornament от beauty. Opening into the interior all round is 8 row 
of double chambers, or rather celle, as each one із merely four rough 
walls, with a vaulted roof. In the centre of the court is a raised 
terrace for the Mahometans to kneel on, as they pray morning and 
evening. with their faces turned towards the өзсгей city of their 
faith. The only attempt at decoration is the gateway, which is 
made в prominent feature by being в storey higher then the sest of 
the building; bere the corners of the windows, doors, are all oí 
sandstone, neatly and elaborately carved with floral patterns. 

The Goorkhaa held the serai under notice in the most plucky 
manner. end many is the tale the building could tell if it could 
speak of the bravery and endurance of the little men. 

Goorkhas in s skirmish are wonderful fellowe. They remind 
you of little Welsh ponies, rough, lively, and everywhere іп в mo- 
ment. It is almost impossible to help laughing at the little fellows 
—except when they draw their razor-shaped sword (they weigh 
some pounds), when it is as well to keep ont of the length of even 
their short arms. 

As it has been ваја, the Goorkhas helped at Delhi а good desl, 
but meanwhile, and before the city was relieved, Phil Effingham

Waen it js remembered that all the lish besieged at Luoknow 
did not go beyond 600, the mor may be guessed when the 
statement is set out for mon! the commencement of the 
siege, no day went past without iig jals—sometimes of balf-a- 
dozen. 

And yet they were cheerful at Lucknow. : 

lsuppose they were cheerful because they were working ; for 
itis surprising what а deal of heavy work has to do with light 
hearts 

And hard working, by the 13th of July, was dreadfol work. 
The heat was terrible, and, of course, sun-etroke beceme а great 
source of danger. In а moment, and withont warning, down 
go в man, and when he was picked hp he ‘would be found black in 
the face—sun-stroke. 3 

But if the heat was dreadfal, there was no fear of thirst, for the 
rain came down as though every inch of the beavens was weep- 
ing. Anyhow, they had water in abundance at Lucknow. 

There was hard work on the 14th, however, spite of the heat, for 
near the Post-office Gate such a number of good shot were de- 
livered by the enemy, and 8 traverse, or screen of earth, had to be 
flung up to save those who had to pass that way from the shot of 
Johsnne’s house, and which, it was determined, should be sent into 
the air on tbe very first opportunity. 

Tt was on the same 14th, by the way, that the enemy went mad 
in the way of “firewood” once more, and threw in such quan- 
tities of the loge already referred to that it was quite Sghts amongst 
the drummer and other boys to obtain them. Young Job Fisher, 
for instance, in obtaining tbe largest, got the eye of the blackest 
tint of all the abnormal eyes which the boys, in emulation, per- 
haps, of their fighting elders, gave each other in a friendly give 
and take style. 

It was also on the 14th that the garrison wondered what on earth 
was the matter with Lucknow, whence came such cries and howls 
as frightened the children fer more than the shot, to which they 
were accustomed (а). 

Life in the city was not much more comfortable than in the 
garrison. The difference stood thus: In the latter they had 
little to lose, and they did not lose it. In the former they had 
much to lose, and they lost everything. ‘Che sepoys turned quite 
as much upon the Indian civilians, as far as property went, as they 
did upon the “ white race.”

А ccountof the Farewell Meeting of the Second Party 
of Settlers leaving England іп the “ Eagle Speed ° 
London: Kees and Collin, “ Lombard steam 
Press,” Graceohurch-etreet.—'Those who take an 
interest іп the laboure of the Church of England 
Emigration Society will welcome with pleasure 
the publication of this little pamphlet, which is 
deeply interesting throughout. The account has 
been furnished by the editor of the * Church 
t tandard," and we should not be doing justice to 
the editor, nor to the benevolence of Messrs. 
Houlder Brothers, and Co, were we to over 
the contents without making а few extracts The 
acoount states that 

“А deeply interesting meeting was held under 
ihe auspices of the Ohurch of England Emi- 
gration Society іп the National School-room 
uttached to 86 Mary’s Ohurch, Back-road, Shad- 
well, near the London Docks, on the even- 
ing of Thursday, June 9th, 1864. The occasion 
was а farewell soiree given by Alfred Houlder, 
Esq. in the name of his firm, Houlder Brothers, 
and Oo, of 146, Leadenhall-street, to the Church 
of England Ewigration Society, a band of whose 
associated emigrants were about to leave their 
native home for Auckland, New Zealand, on the 
following afternoon, in their ship the Eagle 
Speed. A bountiful Раље was provided; the 
Jarge room being well filled by а respectable com- 
pany, consisting of the voyagers and their friends, 
with whom were assembled some of the philan- 
thropic promoters of religious and benevolent 
enterprise. » The tables were arranged with much 
taste; the 94119, rafters, and other paris of the 
place of meeting, beiug gaily decorated with flags, 
emblazorted* banners, evergreens, and groups of 
flowers. "Along the tables were placed vases 
filled with/hoice specimens of floricalture; and 
in the ^w&y'óf comestibles а plenteous supply was 
furvished<stea, plum-cake, bread and butter, 
marmalade and other délicacies, formed the con- 
Кеа of a meal which was heartily relished 
ап табе у appreciated. Grace having been 
susg:ehortly after eight o'clock, Alfred Houlder, 
Ewq took the chair, scoording to announcement, 
and.galled upon the Rev. William M'Call, M.A., 
ingumbeut of St. Mary's Oburch. Shadwell, to 
том portion of Scripture. The 91st Psalm was 
shales, and read, and prayer was then offered 
by the Rev. Andrew Burn Sater, M.A, of 
All Saint's, Mile-end, New-town, the responses 
being general and fervent. The Chairman, 
on rising. was greeted with а round of ар- 
plause. He said that he had great pleasure in 
meeting with the friends now present, especially 
when he remembered that seven months ago he 
had presided over а farewell soiree given to the 
pioneer party of the Ohurch of England Emigra- 
tion Bociety. The former was, to some extent, a 
sorrowful meeting, as regrets necessarily mingled 
with the word ‘good-bye’ As they were more 
hopeful now that they had succeeded іш carrying 
one living freight to Auckland, he could meet 
them with more pleasure. The Golden City, their 
first ship, had arrived in safety, and from in- 
formation received he could tell them that all 
went out comfortably, and that everything passed 
off satisfactorily on the voyage. In а lewer from 
a friend of one of the emigrants, the writer de- 
sired to thank God, this society, and his firm for 
the arrangements made. As the owner of the 
good ship Eagle Speed, in which they were 
shortly to embark for their destination, he was 
auxious to také counsel with them, and to throw 
out 8 few hints that might prove useful. They 
were going toa new land. ‘The suggestions ano 
thoughts stirred up in his own mind on such an 
occasion would, he hoped, possess theirs also, and 
lead them to tread the narrow road that leadeth 
unto life. He would not dwell upon the success 
that bad been achieved, or that might be accom- 
plished. He (the chairman) was there ag а man 
of basiness, to tell them that though they were 
going out under the best auspices, they must not 
expect to be altogether free from trials. They 
were going from an old country to а new abode. 
For the next three months they would be sepa- 
rated from the scenes aud circumstances to which 
they had been long accustomed. Whilst at sea, 
there would ba no shops to frequent. Their n 
sical comfort, amugemen}, entertainment, aud in- 
struction must be sought among themselves, and 
to each of their party ће would say, ‘Depend 
upon yourself. You will meet with some dis- 
comforts, but only such as you may goon reme dy, 
by combating them ia а brave and hopefal spirit.’ 
He would advise them to think of their new home, 
aud to cherish the noble principles which should 
rule the heart and life of every true-born Eogliah- 
man and Englishwoman. Take these, said the 
chairman, on board ship with you; take them on 
shore with you when you arrive at Auckland. 
Seek to spread every where & knowledge of truth 
aud goodness. He would remind his friends, 
now about to leave, that New Zealand was not 
paved with gold, although there was abundance 
of that precious metal to be got by hard work. 
They were going to а colony where employment 
was abundant, and where, to honest and indus- 
trious toilers, success was certain. If here they 
had with them the right sort of stuff, he was sure 
they would do well there. After some remarke 
on the purchase of land, and the benefits which 
had accrued to many former investors, Mr Houlder 
said there was not one before him who might not 

*hortly stand in the proud position of a man who 
had earned his own independence, and become in 
every respect wiser and better than if he had 
remained at home In this spirit he had wel- 
comed them to this soiree, for he indulged the 
hope that they would underatand he was not only 
desirous of booking them by his ship, but should 
feel a pleasure in doing anything in hie power to 
advance their well-being. The Eagle Speed was 
larger than needful. She was two feet higher 
between decks than required by Act of Parlia- 
ment, and this was no slight advantage. She 
would be in charge of one of the most able and 
experienced commanders that ever trod a deck, 
and he (the chairman) hoped they would do their 
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best to assist Captain Brinsden in maintaining 
discipline, order, and cleanliness. It now re- 
mained for bim to wish them God-speed. He 
hoped they would not forget the arrangements 
that had been made for their comfort, nor lose all 
memory af the old friends they were leaving be- 
hind. (Prolonged cheering)” 

Our space will not admit of our giving some in- 
teresting extracts from the ; neither cen we 
attempt to select from the sdmirable speeches the 
sterling advice given to the emigrants on the ос- 
ocasion.
